Your turnips will not need so 
much fertilizer, but they, too, will 
da well right in the fertilizer, I 
believe the best way to do it is to 
bed your land and then open the 
bed with a shovel.

Then let it stand 
until you get a good rain and plant 
your seed with a garden hoe right 
in the fertilizer.

Do not use sandy 
land for fall turnips.

Sallie has already planted her 
fall turnips.

I, said something to 
her about it, but she *lowed that 
her cows made the fertilizer and 
that we had plenty of it and that 
she was going to use it freely.

Sallie says she 
will sell enough turnips off that 
patch to these cotton farmers and 
the negroes on their places to pay 
us for all the fertilizer and have 
money left. I guess she is right 
about it and I am going to let Sal- 
lie have her way about all the 
garden matters.

I simply must remind you again 
about your sweet potatoes. Have 
you finished your patch? Have 
you put out every vine that you 
can put out? Have you used up 
every possible piece of land that 
might be put in potatoes? If you 
have not, then do not let up un- 
til every vine is out and every 
piece of land is used. Just keep 
on putting them out until the first 
day of August. Get them out just 
as soon as you can, as the early 
ones always make the best but do 
not stop until the first of August. 
Let me tell you something about 
putting out potatoes, and that is, 
do not stick the vine down in the 
middle. Always put the large end 
down, and put your stick about one 
inch from the end when you go to 
stick it in the ground. It is also 
a good idea to cut the leaves off 
if you have time. They will live 
much better if you will do so. If 
you put the vine down in the mid- 
dle it will not make potatoes like 
it will the other way. 

* * * 

Look around and see if you can 
not find some of your neighbors 
talking hard times and then watch 
them and see how much they work 
putting out potatoes. There are 
hundreds of folks in Coffee Coun- 
ty who are through with their reg- 
ular farming and who will loaf 
with their children from now until 
gathering time, and not put out a 
single potato vine, A man with 
a few children to help could take 
in a piece of land and plant it in 
potatoes August the first. In the 
first place, the man must have the 
determination to do it and then 
he can do it, Of course, there is 
no better tonic for a fellow than 
for him to have a wife who will 
say what he should do and then 
tell there will not be any dinner 
waiting if he goes off to town and 
frolics his time away.

The above is all that I can think 
of that cun be seen from roads 
without getting out of your car. 
Why call attention to this? See- 
ing is believing and since this is 
ua comparatively new crop we need 
to keep a close watch on the sue- 
cess of the crop and see if it is 
worthwhile and if so adopt the use 
of it more generally. 

To show what farmers over the 
State think of it, in 1918 there 
was a total of 1,185 pounds sow- 
ed—enough to seed 76 acres. In 
1930 this figure had grown, con- 
sistently each year more than the 
year before, to 1,978,224 pounds 
—enough to seed 657,741 acres. 
In 1929 Coffee County farmers 
sowed 4,000 pounds of peas, and 
in 1930 they sowed 27,400 pounds, 

I feel that we should set a goal 
of at least 60,000 pounds this fall 
and see how much this figure can 
be exceeded. The seed will be the 
cheapest they have ever been and 
the hard times and shortage of 
cash makes it more imperative than 
ever that the farmer grow his own 
fertilizer the same as he should 
grow his own feed for livestock.

THE HOOVER PLAN 
As this is written the aeceptanee 
of President Hoover's plan for 
year’s suspension of international 
debt payments by all the nations 
concerned seems fairly * assured, 
While it is too early to predict 
definitely what effect this mora- 
torium may have on the world’s 
economic situation, and particular- 
ly on a return of prosperity to the 
United States, it seems safe to say 
that its general results will be ben- 

eficial all around, : 
Without some such agreement it 
appeared inevitable that Germany 


would be forced to take advantag 
of the provision of the Young 
Plan whereby che could suspend 


reparations payments in order to 
prevent an economic collapse. By 
voluntarily granting to Gesmany a 
year’s respite from the heavy bin 
den imposed upon her, the other 
nations will make a gesture of 
good will far more important to 
world peace than is represented hy 
the amount of money involved. 

It is eneouraging to note that 
leaders of both political parties in 
the United States, with the exeep- 
tion of a few narrow-minded poli- 
ticians, have endorsed the Presi- 
dent’s ‘plan as a piece of construc- 
tive statesmanship. 

Many believe that this marks the 
real turning point of the depres- 
sion, and that steady, if slow, re- 
covery from the long period of de- 
flation may be confidently expected. 


CIGARS AND ROMANCE 

The recent action of a large mo- 
tion picture company in forbid- 
ding its male stars to smoke cigars 
on the sereen was attributed to a 
theory of the movie magnates that 
cigar smoking was unromantic. 

Movie officials, explaining the 
ban, intimated that the lustre of 
their younger stars was dimmed, 
o to speak, by fragrant cigar 
moke, A critic of this view rises 
to the defense of cigar smokers in 


this fashion: 
“Tt would seem that the movic 
men’s prohibition was based on a 


badly warped conception of ro- 
mance. . After all, romantic quali- 
ties in men are shown in their 
habits and characteristics; and 


since cigar smoking has become 
almost a symbol of masculine sue- 
cess and power, it indicates an ad- 
dition to their romantic appeal 
rather than a subtraction from it. 

“Byer since tobacco was first 
rolled and smoked cigar smoking 
has been allied closely with roman- 


“}ticism. From the early adventur- 


ers in America to modern captains 
of industry, sport heroes, world 
fliers, and thousands of young men 
in universities, the cigar has been 
a mark of manliness and romantic 
appeal.” 

If this eritie is correct, as seems 
more than likely, the motion pic- 
ture men seem to have made a 
evave error in that they have con- 
fused romanticism with effeminacy 
in the American male’s make-up, 
and by so doing have been uncom- 
plimentary both to men and women 


BOGUS REFORMERS 

No one will deny that now and 
then a real reformer arises who is 
able to point out some social abuse 
that needs attention, and endeavors 
through legitimate methods and 
with sincerity of purpose to ac- 
complish the reform sought. 

On the other hand, it is evident 
to every thoughtful observer that 
a large percentage of would-be re- 
formers are merely chronie meddl- 
ers and notoriety seekers, who have 
no honest desire to be of service 
to society, but are only disturbers 
and mischief-makers. 

3rand Whitlock, former Ameri-

In 1930 there were 19,765 more 
farms in Alabama than in 1925

1925 Alabama had 287,631 farms, 


compared with 256,396 farms 
in 19380. 


The average value of farms 
shows decided change in the last 
10 years. The average Alabama 
farm in 1920 consisted of 76.4 


acres and was valued at $2,128; 
in 1925 the average farm consisted 
of 70.4 aeres and was valued at 


$1,746, and in 1980 the size of 
the average farm was 68.3 and its 
G1, 

“We are accustomed to think 


that our farming in Alabama is 


done largely by tenants,” says Seth 
P. Storrs, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Industries, yet the 
Federal census figures show the 
State’s farm acres operated as fol- 
lows: Owners, 9,412,904; manag- 
ers, 340,807; tenents, 7,826,097. 

In 1920 there was a total acre- 
age of all land in farms of 19,- 
576,856. In 1925 this had dropped 
to 16,739,189, and in 1930 had 
again climbed to 17,579,808. It 
is informative to contrast these fig- 
ures with the total value of all 
farm lands and buildings at the 
three periods, In 1920 the value 
was $548,657,7553 in 1925 it was 
$414,858,647 and in 1980, it was 


$504,756,249,

Much Progress With 
Winter Legumes Made 


The remarkable progress made 
by Alabama farmers with winter 
legumes as soil builders and also 
as pastures and feed crops is shown 
by statisties compiled by J. C. 
Lowery, extension agronomist at 
Auburn, Other states are follow- 
ing Alabama, 

In 1918 Alabama farmers plant- 
ed only 1,585 pounds of winter 
lewume seed. The next year, 1919, 
they planted 2,465 pounds, An- 
nual plantings thereafter, as re- 
ported by Mr. Lowery, have been 
10,470 pounds in 1920; 385,508 
pounds in 1921; 149,465 pounds 
in 1922; 815,765 pounds in 1928; 
505,905 pounds in 1924; 526,995 
pounds in 1925; 790,649 pounds 
in 1927; 1,127,096 pounds in 
1928; 1,956,889 pounds in 1929; 
and 1,884,717 pounds in 19380, 

In recent years the annual value 
of nitrogen which these plants have 
removed from the air and stored 
in the soil has exeeeded $500,000. 
The two leading winter legumes 
are hairy vetch and Austrian win- 
ter peas and one good crop of ei- 
ther will double the yield of either 
cotton or corn which follows, Mr. 
Lowery said. Getting nitrogen this 
way is much cheaper and better 
than buying it in commercial form; 
and, in addition, legumes add mueh 
humus or organie matter, 

Throughout the State farmers 
have demonstrated, in line with 
the results of the experiment sta- 
tion at Auburn, the exceptional ad- 
vantages of winter legumes, big 
crops of corn, cotton, and other 
crops following. Cost of planting 
seed is small.

Forests Rebuild Soil 
Says State Forester 


production of flue-cured tobacco 
last year amounted to more than 
870,000,000 pounds as compared 
with only 872,000,000 pounds in 
1921. Production in 1980 set a 
new record for flue-cured tobacco, 
the next largest being about 750,- 
000,00 pounds in 1929, 


The value of forests in rebuild- 
ing worn-out soils has been plainly 
shown during the past few years, 
says Colonel Page S, Bunker, State 
Forester, Approximately a half 
million acres of new ground has 
been put into cultivation during 
the past two or three years, nearly 
all of which was land carrying: 
stands of trees of various ages, ac- 
cording to the investigations of the 
State Commission of Forestry. 
This acreage belongs to the class 
commonly known as marginal land; 
that is, land which is not suitable 
for continuous agricultural use but 
which is very satisfactory for tim- 
ber production. 

A great deal of the marginal 
land of Alabama has been in cul- 
tivation during past times. During 
periods of general prosperity, how- 
ever, such land is the first to be 
abandoned, and it quickly reverts 
to timber growth, The root sys- 
tem of trees, reaching far down 
into the earth, bring up through 
the stem, branches and leaves many 
of the elements of fertility which 
in turn are deposited by the leaf 
fall upon the surface where they 
become available for agricultural 
crop plants when the land is again 
cleared. 

The rebuilding of soil fertility 
through tree growth is an impor- 
tant factor in tiding many farm- 
ers over hard times, With insuf- 
ficient funds to buy fertilizer for 
worn-out fields, and with no other 
market for their labor, the farmer 
can well spend the time clearing 
a considerable acreage of marginal 
land which has recovered much of 
its fertility through the action 
of trees,

American Cotton Crop 
Reduced 10 Per Cent 


Alabama followed the general 
trend of the American cotton-grow- 
ers this year in reducing its cot- 
ton acreage 10 per cent, which 
was the same as the reduction for 
the United States, reports F. W. 
Gist, State and Federal statistician 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

The acreage in cultivation on 
the first day of July in the United 
States was 41,491,000, compared 
with 46,078,000 growing on the 
same date last year, With a few 
exceptions the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion prevailed throughout the cot- 
ton belt. The most notable differ- 
ences were 17 per cent reduction 
in Oklahoma, 18 per cent in North 
Carolina and 12 per cent in Geor- 
gia. Texas and Arkansas reduced 
their acreage 8 per cent, while Mis- 
sissippi left off only 6 per cent. 
Among the smaller States Virginia 
and California each reduced 25 
per cent, while Florida planted the 
same acreage 9.8 per cent, those 
east of the river leaving off 10.4 
per cent of last year’s acreage. 

Alabama on the 1st day of July 
had 3,410,000 acres growing to 
cotton, compared with 38,789,000 
acres last July. The various sec- 
tions of this State seem not to have 
followed uniform trends in reduc- 
ing their cotton acreage. The north- 
west section reduced 5 per cent, 
the Tennessee Valley 8 per cent, 
the Mineral section 12 per cent, 
the northeast section 13 per cent, 
the western part of the Black Belt 
5 per cent, the eastern part of the 
Black Belt 12 per cent, the Pied- 
mont 18 per cent, the southwest 5 
per cent, the south central 12 per 
cent and the southeast 14 per cent. 
The trend in reduction did not 
seem to follow any uniform rea- 
sons, since some sections making 
the best crops last year gave the 
heaviest reduction. While the re- 
duction was lightest in some of the 
poorest yielding areas of last 
season.

Price Of Cotton Now 
Where It Was In 1831 


(By L. O. Brackeen) 

Cotton prices are about the same 
as they were 100 years ago. 

During the first six months of 
this year middling cotton in Mont- 
gomery ranged from 7.40 to 10.20 
cents a pound with the average 
about nine cents, according to the 
market and radio division of the 
Alabama Department of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, which reports 
that at the 10 desiginated spot 
markets middling cotton averaged 
a few points higher than at Mont- 
gomery. 

According to the United States 
Bureau of Census upland cotton 
prices in 1831, 100 years ago, av- 
eraged 9.4 cents a pound. This is 
not far off the average price at 
the 10 spot markets during the first 
six months of this year. 

Statistics by the Census Bureau 
also show that in 1930 average 
price of upland cotton was 9.5 
cents a pound compared with the 
average of 9.7 cents in 1830. This 
shows that 100 years ago cotton 
averaged .2 cents.a pound higher 
than it did last year. 

Glancing over the average price 
of upland cotton during the past 
100 years it was observed that the 
high average was in 1868 when 
cotton averaged 101.5 cents a 
pound. The lowest average for 
any year was in 1898 when cot- 
ton averaged 4.9 cents a pound.
